_ athly, That the ill conſequences of 
this Act, and the execution of it does 


not only affect the Purchaſers of For- 


feitures ; but your Majeſty's other 
Subjects, who are wholly unconcern- 


ed in thoſe Titles, and diſquiet the 


whole Kingdom: for ſome of the 
Truſtees having declared in Court 
their Opinion, that what Land foever 
they ſhall think fit to fell, it ſhall ne- 


ver afterwards be controverted, whe- 


ther that Land was the Eſtate of a 


forfeiting perſon, and in confequence 


veſted in them by the Act, but that 


ut 
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(of which your Honours gave ſuffici- 
ent notice) they find themſelves in

to our wits ends, upon an apprehen- 
ſion leaſt the Truſtees, who have pow-ll

us to know, That if this Opinion 
gt be in our powers

pinion prevail, the whole property of 
Ireland depends upon the arbitrary 
avills of a Majerity of the Truſtees.

5thly, That the Power given to the 
"Truſtees is ſo arbitrary and unlimited, 


That all Perſons under Colour of 


Diſcoveries, or upon other Pretences, 


are liable to be ſummon'd to appear 


before them, and attend their pleaſure. 


+ 6thly, That this Act is a great Diſ- 
couragement to Proteſtant Proprietors 
to lay-out Money on Improvements on 
account of the Uncertainty of Titles 
to Eſtates here; it being conſtrued not 
only to ſubje& Titles eſtabliſhed by 
Judgments and Decrees of the high- 
eſt Courts of Law and Equity here to 
the Re-examination of - the Truſtees, 


but in expreſs Terms defeats a Title 


confirmed by an A& of Parliament 
legally convened and held under your 
Majeſty in this Kingdom. 


7thly, That the whole Scheme of 
the Act, and the manner of Execu- 
ting it, depreſſes and diſcountenan- 
ges the Proteſtant Intereſt; of this 
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to defeat any Titles purchaſed under 
the Act, upon pretence that the Lands 
were not veſted in the Truſtees, and | 
we think it intrenches very much up- 

on the Liberties of Ireland, that thir- 
teen Judges that are ſtrangers, named 


by King, Lords and Commons in 


England, ſhould not have their Judg- 


ments controuYd by three of our Coun- 


trey Judges, who muſt be better ac- 
quainted with theſe Titles, having 
themſelves been Agents to the Gran- 
tees, or Purchaſers under them. 


5thly, That the Power given to the 
Truſtees is ſo arbitrary and unlimited, 
That People can't ſleep in their Beds 
for being ſummon'd at all hours in the 
night to appear and give Evidence in 
open Court in the day time, as they 
do, and always have done in all Courts 


of judicature whatſoever. 


6thly, That this Act is a great diſ- 
couragement to ſome Proteſtant Pro- 
prietors of your Honours Lands, to 
lay out any more money upon Im- 
provements thereon, leaſt their Titles 
to the ſame thould be inquired into, 
this Act being extended not only to 
ſubjeU titles, which would have paſt 
currant among Friends in other 
Courts, to the ſcrutiny of the Tru- 
ſtees, but in expreſs terms defeats the 
Grant made to the Earl of 4thlone, tho? 
confirm'd by an Iriſh Act, which we 
are ready to prove, in caſe your 
Honours ſhall deny the ſame. 


7thly. That the whole Scheme of 
the A& drawn by your Honours, (for 
dividing the Forfeitures among the 
Proteſtant.
